litigation intended to determ ine 
w hether Lee A renas, a m em ber 
of 
the 
Agua 
C aliente 
(Palm 
Springs) band of Mission Indians 
is entitled 
to 
land which he 
claim ed had been allotted him 
by the U nited States. 
Special assistant to the atto r­ 
ney general, Eugene D. Williams, 
who has been in the Village for 
several days in connection w ith 
the suits filed last October, re ­ 
ceived word Tuesday from N or­ 
m an M. Littell, assistant U. S. 
attorney general, th at no more 
would be done on the case until 
the high court’s decision 
which 
is 
expected 
some 
tim e 
next 
spring. 


WELCOMES CHANCE 


Mr. W illiams was advised that 
Mr. Littell welcomed an oppor­ 
tunity to secure a decision by 
the Suprem e C ourt of the U nited 
States in order to settle conclu­ 
sively the land tenure problem 
of the Palm Springs Indian Res­ 
ervation w hich has been a source 
of uncertainty and confusion for 
m any years.

the cases now pending in the Dis­ 
trict Court of the U nited States 
for th e Southern D istrict of C ali­ 
fornia involving the land tenure

Indian 
Reservation. 
In the Lee A renas case 
the 
C ircuit C ourt of A ppeals 
had 
sustained the decision of United 
States D istrict C ourt Judge J. 
F. T. O’Connor holding th at the 
Palm Springs Indians would not 
be entitled to receive allotm ents 
as a m atter of right under 
the 
selections m ade in 1927. U nder 
this decision all the land would 
rem ain under tribal ownership.

Fully equipped m obile dental 
laboratories a c c o m p a n y battle 
units to the front to service men 
w’earing dentures. This dental lab 
on w heels can serve tw enty to 
tw’enty-five thousand m en in the 
field. One dental officer and three 
enlisted dental laboratory techni­ 
cians m ake-up its highly trained 
personnel. 
A D ental officer accompanied 
by a dental assistant also travel 
about com bat zones giving em er­ 
gency dental treatm ent right on 
th e spot. Thousands of m en have 
thus been restored quickly to ef­ 
fective com bat duty. 
. 


TO EVERY TYPE 


Army dentists are assigned to 
every type of unit, including ski- 
troops and paratroops. Research 


dental units constantly study new 
ways of com bating ‘tooth a ttri­ 
tion’. For exam ple, some Army 
flyers experienced intense pain 
at high altitudes. It was found 
that high altitudes affected m etal 
fillings. A rm y dentists w ent to 
work, produced a shock-absorbent 
cem ent filling. This is set under 
the m etal filling, and reduces the 
possibility of shock to the teeth. 
Skilled A rm y dentists have also 
been able to perform m iracles of 
reconstruction w here parts of the 
jaw and face have been shot 
away. In one instance, a soldier 
had m ost of his low er jaw de­ 
stroyed 
by 
a 
shell 
fragment. 
Army dentists and doctors pooled 
their skill and bit by bit rebuilt 
an entirely new jaw. Now that 
soldier is again ready to take his 
place in society as any other nor­ 
mal being.

The custom of sending greeting 
cards is perhaps the youngest mem­ 
ber in the family of Christmas tradi­ 
tions, although the ideal was ex­ 
pressed by the Excelsis Deo of the 
angels. 
Until authorities at the British 
museum recently discovered a draw­ 
ing depicting four scenes of holiday 
celebration—early Victorian style- 
dated 1842. J. C. Horsley was ac­ 
credited with having created the first 
commercial Christmas card in 1843 
The 1842 creation was an elaborate 
affair. 
Drawn by W. M. Edgley, it 
includes scenes of a dinner p arty - 
featuring the plum pudding, a group 
of carol singers, a crowd watching 
a Punch and Judy show, a panel of 
silk-hatted and cane-toting ice skat­ 
ers, dancers doing a Roger de Co- 
veriy—the Victorian Conga—and evi­ 
dence that the poor must not be 
forgotten. 
It is impossible to say whether or 
not Mr. Horsley was aware of Edg- 
ley's masterpiece, but Horsley had 
a friend, and thereby hangs the tale 
Sir Henry Cole, a man with many 
friends, was confronted by the task 
of sending them a cheery holiday 
greeting. 
The quill pens in use a 
century ago sputtered and were ir­ 
ritating. so Sir Henry spoke to 
Horsley about the matter. Horsley, 
a member of the Royal Academy in 
London, was agreeably Impressed 
and turned out an appropriate de­ 
sign inscribed simply, "A Merry 
Christmas and a Happy New Year 
to You.” 
Edgley and Horsley made begin­ 
nings. 
According to research au­ 
thorities the custom was taken up 
In America about 30 years later dur­ 
ing the 1870s when Louis Prang, a 
Boston lithographer, printed a cata­ 
logue of Christmas cards. 
No m atter whether the greeting 
is 
the 
elaborate 
descendant 
of 
Edgley's drawing, or a simple good 
wish offered in friendship as worked 
out by Sir Henry and Horsley, or 
the glorious echo of the angels' 
enunciation, send that Christmas 
card to the boy in the service—and 
to his loved ones keeping faith at 
home.

Desert Museum to

Yule Wreaths 
Easy to Make 


This year, the home wreath mak­ 
er can use a bit of ingenuity and 
concoct perhaps handsomer wreaths 
than ever. 
Wire is scarce, so unless last 
year’s wire fram e was saved, a sub­ 
stitute will be needed. Some people 
twist two or more small, tough 
switches from hazel, maple or dog­ 
wood. 
They use this, bound with 
moss, as a base for the holly or 
evergreen wreath. 
A wire coat hanger, bent to circu­ 
lar shape, is good for a wreath, 
and has the m erit of being uni­ 
versally obtainable. 
The evergreens or holly to be 
used for making the wreath should 
be cut Into short lengths, longer for 
a large wreath, shorter for one of 
small diam eter, but about six inches 
the general length. 
. 
The short sections are gathered 
Into little bunches and wired onto 
the wire foundation. 
Strong green 
cord can be used to fasten them on, 
too, 
wrapping 
it over and over 
around the fram e. 
Small wire is 
better if obtainable. 
Another way of making a wreath 
is to wire each small bunch of the 
greens onto a toothpick, then stick 
these into the moss-covered fram e­ 
work. 
But for this method there 
must be a fram ework an inch or 
two broad instead of a single wire 
circle. 
Holly, spruce, Douglas fir, cedai 
and m any of the ornamental nursery 
varieties of evergreens may be used 
to m ake the wreath.

THE WILD BEES 
(By T. D. A. Cockerell) 


When, about the m iddle of the 
last century, so m any of our com­ 
mon desert plants w ere being col­ 
lected and described, it never oc­ 
curred to anyone to take notice 
of the 
various 
kinds of 
bees 
which visited their flowers. H un­ 
dreds of different kinds, m any of 
them found only on certain flow ­ 
ers, collecting and 
carrying the 
pollen which fertilizes the plants 
and brings about their production 
of seeds. 
W ithout 
these 
bees 
much of the beauty of the desert 
would disappear. 
One 
of 
the 
first collectors of bees in C alifor­ 
nia was H enry 
Edwards, 
w ith 
whom I used to correspond about 
fifty years ago. He was an actor, 
whose professional duties caused 
him to travel from place to place, 
but as a hobby he studied b u tter­ 
flies and m oths Incidentally, he 
collected some bees for his friend 
Cresson of Philadelphia, 
and so 
it comes about that some of our 
common species are 
called “ed- 
w ardsii.” T hirty to forty years 
ago Dr. A nstutter Davidson, 
of 
Los Angeles, whose 
hobby 
was 
botany, collected a certain num ­ 
ber of bees, and on one occasion 
visited Palm Springs, 
w here he 
discovered the 
“A nthidium pal- 
m arum ,” a sm all black bee w ith 
handsom e yellow m arkings. 
We 
had no idea, at that tim e, how 
rich a field for investigation lay 
before us, and even today the op­ 
portunities are little appreciated 
by entomologists. 


MANY KINDS OF BEES 


Most people think 
there 
are 
few kinds of bees. 
They know 
the honey bee, which comes from 
the Old W orld, and is not a na­ 
tive of this country. They prob­ 
ably know th e bum ble-bee, but 
do not know th at there are sev­ 
eral kinds of bumble-bees. 
B ut 
actually there are m any thous­ 
ands of kinds of wild bees in the 
world, some 
quite large, 
others 
extrem ely 
m inute. 
Mr. 
P. H. 
Tim berlake of the C itrus E xper­ 
im ent Station 
at 
R iverside has 
collected over four hundred spe­ 
cies in 
that 
neighborhood, 
the 
largest num ber ever found in one 
locality. 
M any of these are still 
undescribed, or unpublished, and 
w hen they have 
been described 
and named, there 
still rem ains 
the great task of studying them 
in the field, of finding out their 
habits and life histories. 


A LOCAL VARIETY 


A t Palm Springs, recently, we 
observed a 
garden shrub w ith 
sem i-circular pieces 
cut 
out of 
the m argins of the leaves. This 
w as the w ork of the leaf-cutter 
bees 
(M egachile). 
They 
take 
these pieces of 
leaves, or som e­ 
tim es petals, to cover th eir cells, 
w hich are constructed in holes, 
often in logs. On splitting a log, 


it is not uncom m on to find a long 
tunnel full of 
M egachile 
nests, 
one placed after 
the other, 
so 
that th e innerm ost 
bees, w hen 
m ature, can only escape a fter the 
outerm ost have flown. T he bee 
itself in the fem ale sex, is note­ 
w orthy 
for 
the 
large pollen­ 
brush on the 
underside 
of the 
hind p a rt of the 
body, 
usually 
carrying a quantity 
of 
orange 
pollen, which m ixed w ith th e nec­ 
tar from the flowers, m akes the 
food for the grubs 
w hich form 
the nex t generation of bees. The 
fem ale bees 
m ake 
th eir nests 
w ith infinite 
labor 
and care, 
guided by instinct and on behalf 
of the progeny w hich th ey will 
never see. These instinctive ac­ 
tions persist through 
v ery long 
periods. 
In the Miocene rocks o f 
Florissant, 
Colorado, 
perhaps 
thirty million 
years 
old, 
w e 
found a Megachile, 
and leaves 
cut in the characteristic m anner. 


INTERESTING GENUS 


O ther bees collect resin to m ake 
their nests, and still others the 
wooly hairs from the stem s of 
plants. 
An 
interesting 
genus 
common at Palm Springs is call­ 
ed 
“A nthophbra.” 
These 
bees 
form great colonies or tow ns in 
banks, having ra th er th e aspect 
of sw allows’ nests in m iniature. 
The cells containing th e young 
are to be found deep in th e holes 
in the bank, and 
are m ade of 
earth. 
The m ouths of th e holes 
are provided w ith spout-like tu n ­ 
nels of earth, constructed of m ud 
obtained 
at 
th e 
m argins 
of 
stream s or w ater holes. 
These 
tunnels are bent inw ard, and pre­ 
sum ably serve to protect th e bee- 
larvae from those com m on flies 
know n as bee-flies 
or 
Bomby- 
liidae, 
which 
are 
parasitic on 
bees nests. 
These 
flies 
do not 
enter the nests, bu t hov er over 
them, and flip th e ir eggs into the 
openings. 
There are also in the 
bees’ nests various kinds of beet­ 
les called Meloidae, the young of 
which attach them selves to bees, 
and so get carried about. 
W ith 
these and 
other 
parasites, and 
various predators, 
and th e un ­ 
certainties of w eather, th e strug­ 
gle for existence on the p a rt of 
the bee is a serious m atter. But 
the bees lay m any eggs, an d the 
destruction w hich takes place is 
beneficial to the survivors; were 
all to live there w ould v ery soon 
be overpopulation, and all would 
perish together for lack of food. 
Some bees, 
such as th e com­ 
mon honey bee, visit very many 
kinds of flowers. If they collect 
pollen indiscrim inately, th ey are 
not so serviceable 
as 
agents in 
the production of seed. I found 
on one occasion three k inds 
of 
pollen on the legs of a single bee. 
Very m any bees, 
how ever, 
are 
said to 
be 
oligotropic, 
which 
m eans th at they visit only one 
sort of flower, or at m ost a few 
related sorts. 
Such bees carry 
pollen from flow er to flow er of 
the sam e kind of plant an d are 
often necessary for fertilization. 


DIMINUTIVE SPECIES 


The m ost interesting of 
these 
oligotropic bees 
are the species 
of “Perdita." The genus w as de­ 
scribed about 
a 
hundred years 
ago by F. Sm ith of 
th e B ritish 
Museum, who had a single spe­ 
cies from the U nited States. The 
name m eans “lost,” 
probably in 
reference to the sm all size of the 
insect. For a long tim e little was 
known about 
these 
bees, 
and 
when I first began to study them 
about a 
dozen 
species 
were 
known. 
My 
attention 
w as a t­ 
tracted to them by finding, in the 
Mesilla Valley of New Mexico, a 
beautiful little 
entirely 
yellow

Hike To Tahquitz 


Falls to Start New 


Year From Museum 


The Palm Springs D esert Mu­ 
seum will welcome the New Year 
w ith a w alk to Tahquitz Falls, to 
take place on Sunday, Jan u ary 2, 
1944 — w eather perm itting! The 
group will assem ble at th e Mu­ 
seum at 1:00 p. m., Sunday after­ 
noon, and will proceed by auto­ 
mobile to the m outh of th e can­ 
yon. The trip w ill be finished be­ 
fore 5 p. m. 
Flow ers are beginning to bloom 
now, and many interesting plants 
are to be found not yet in blos­ 
som; in fact, on the last trip in 
Tahquitz Canyon, the group found 
and identified m ore than fifty 
different kinds of plants! Birds 
are in evidence, too — Canyon 
Wrens, Cactus W rens, Phainope- 
plas, Quail, and even the W ater 
Ouzel are to be seen in this 


bee, visiting yellow flowers. On 
those sam e flow ers w ere yellow 
flies, and a predatory yellow bug 
(Phym ata) w hich 
fed on th ein- 
sects visiting 
the 
flowers. 
It 
seem ed to be a sort of gam e of 
hide and seek. 
A t 
any rate, I 
found th at the bee w as unde­ 
scribed, and fu rth er studies led to 
th e discovery 
of 
m any more 
kinds of Perdita, so th at at length 
I had nearly a hundred! 
Since 
th a t tim e Mr. Tim berlake has col­ 
lected and studied "Perdita,” and 
continually 
finds 
new ones, so 
th a t the whole series will certain­ 
ly exceed two hundred species, 
and m ay eventually , go to five 
hundred. 
A short tim e ago my 
w ife and I w ere in B aja C alifor­ 
nia, and a t Santa Tomes, south of 
Ensenada, my w ife found a col­ 
ony of sm all bees, very num erous 
bu t so sm all th at w hen caught in 
the insect net 
they m ostly es­ 
caped through th e 
holes. 
This 
w as another new species of “P er­ 
dita.” Mar.;- years ago she vis­ 
ited G uatem ala and greatly to my 
surprise found a “P erdita” in the 
desert country there, far south of 
any previous record for th e ge­ 
nus. 
The w estern 
and south­ 
w estern U nited States and ad ja­ 
cent Mexico are th e regions m ain­ 
ly occupied by these bees; there 
are few species 
in 
the eastern 
U nited States and 
Canada, and 
one, as just stated, is as far south 
as 
C entral 
America. N owhere 
else in th e w orld 
may they be 
found. 


DISTRIBUTION IS INTRIGUING 


The distribution of the differ­ 
en t forms of 
life 
offers m any 
problem s of great interest, partly 
relating to 
present 
conditions, 
partly to the past. 
Fossils show 
th a t m any sorts of anim als and 
plants form erly 
existed 
w here 
they now have no relatives. A 
v ery curious case am ong th e bees 
is th at of the genus “Hesperapis,” 
w hich has a num ber of species in 
w estern N orth America. In South 
A frica a genus, w ith a good m any 
species, w as found 
and 
nam ed 
“Capicola.” Now 
it 
turns 
out 
th a t this South A frican genus is 
the sam e 
as 
“H esperapis,” al­ 
though no species are know n at 
present from any 
of the coun­ 
tries between. W e m ust suppose 
th a t at one tim e these bees w ere 
m ore w idespread, and have died 
out in m any regions. 
B ut per­ 
haps they will y et be discovered 
in some of the little-know n parts 
of Asia 
Bees w hich often attract atten ­ 
tion are the carpenter bees (Xy- 
locopa), so called because 
they 
w ork in wood. 
They are very 
large, and often burrow in 
the 
tim bers of buildings. One of the 
common species in California is 
black in the 
fem ale sex, 
light 
reddish in the m ale, so th a t the 
sexes m ight be tak en for en tire­ 
ly different things. 
These bees 
are very num erous in the tropics 
b u t in tem perate regions w e have 
only a few kinds, and these do 
n o t go far North. 


MALES ARE LAZY 


W e think of th e tireless indus­ 
try of the bees, b u t the m ales do 
not share in these labors. In the 
comm on 
genus 
“H alictus,” one 
finds m ales and 
fem ales during 
th e sum m er but in the fall the 
m ales die, while th e fem ales hi­ 
bernate in theif holes, and come 
ou t in the spring 
to m ake and 
provision their nests. A t this tim e 
th ere are no m ales around. 
There is a considerable group 
of bees w hich are parasitic in the 
nests of other bees. The have 
lost the 
pollen-collecting hairs, 
and are quite incapable of inde­ 
pendent existence. They are nev­ 
e r so num erous 
as 
the bees at 
w hose expense they live; 
w ere 
th ey to become so 
the 
results 
w ould be disastrous for all con­ 
cerned. 
This parasitic habit has 
evidently arisen 
a 
num ber 
of 
tim es, for the various groups of 
parasitic bees are li ‘tie related, 
and have evidently evolved sep­ 
arately from the various groups 
of w orking bees.

How to Make Your Own 
Christmas Wreaths 
If you like to make your own 
decorations you will be interested in 
the way a Massachusetts man 
makes his 
"I have some wire hoops that I've 
saved for several years which form 
the frame for the wreath. I get a 
supply of laurel leaves or princess 
pine, or some other kind of ever­ 
green; take a ball of heavy string 
and start to work. The string, of 
course, is to tie the sprigs of leaves 
or pine to the hoop. I just keep 
wrapping round and round the hoop, 
adding leaves all the time, until the 
entire hoop is filled with green­ 
ery. Near the end of the job I work 
In a few extra doodads, to add a 
little variety. For instance, pine 
cones, partridge berries, sprays of 
Juniper all add color and novelty to 
a wreath and make it just a little 
nicer looking than it would be if 
you left it plain. If 1 want to be 
real fancy, 1 take a little silver or 
gilt paint and paint up some small 
cones for the wreaths. 
“Some folks like to fix their Christ­ 
mas wreaths with candles in the 
center, but when I want to have a 
light in the center of a wreath, I 
hitch up a little electric light. Then 
I know there's no danger of any­ 
thing catching on fire.”

Five hundred years before the 
birth of Christ, in the heyday of 
their once great empire, the Ro­ 
mans used apples, oranges and nuts 
to decorate their houses. They cele­ 
brated the beginning of their spring, 
called the Saturnalia, on December 
22, and the symbolic use of fruits 
was their way of heralding the 
world’s rebirth. 
Oranges, to these early Romans, 
represented the sun; apples, the 
moon; and nuts, the stars. 
And, according to legend, the or­ 
igin of another food customarily 
found on our tables at Christmas is 
surrounded by symbolism. It was 
the now-familiar mince pie, and it 
was once baked in the shape of a 
Pig (the “Christmas Boar"). 
The little pieces of meat In these 
pies symbolized the ancient sacri­ 
fice of flesh upon the altar. But the 
spices and fruits, truly Christian In 
meaning, represented the gifts of 
the Three Wise Men to the Christ 
Child. 
The plum pudding, too, once had 
a symbolic significance. To King 
Arthur and his Knights of the Round 
Table, the flaming pudding repre­ 
sented, according to legend, the 
“light of the world" made visible.

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Robert Louis Stevenson's preoccu­ 
pation with toy theaters In his youth, 
much of which was spent in illness, 
led to the flowering of his dramatic 
prose in adulthood. 
The Wright 
brothers’ first interest in flying is 
traced to youthful experiments with 
kites and toy airships. 
The Teddy bear is the most popu­ 
lar doll of all time. The first Ted­ 
dy bear was designed by M argarette 
Steiff from a cartoonist's version of 
the late President Theodore (“Ted­ 
dy") Roosevelt's bear hunt in the 
Rockies, and thus the toy was 
named.

There was “frumenty,” a dish made 
of wheat which is still sometimes 
served in Yorkshire, ale posset, 
Shropshire "wigs,” and carroway 
buns dipped in ale. Yule doughs or 
“dows” were eaten everywhere, and 
In Coventry they made their famous 
Godcake. Tansy, too, was a favorite 
dish. This was made with eggs 
and cream , flavored with the juice 
of tansy, an extremely bitter, aro­ 
matic herb. In addition there was 
Christmas brawn, “connynges" in 
gravy, and a host of dishes that 
have since died out. 
Christmas was never a national 
festival In Scotland, but at this peri­ 
od of the year new ’’sowens”. were 
always eaten. 
These were made 
from the husks and siftings of oat­ 
meal mixed with molasses, and to 
all accounts were delicious. 
Mince Pies for Luck— 
That’s British Tradition 
One of England’s gay Christmas 
traditions centers around Its delec­ 
table mince pies. It seems that each 
mince pie eaten between Christmas 
Eve and Twelfth Night will ensure 
a whole month of good luck in the 
coming year. 
That works out to just about a pie 
a day for 12 days, to cover the cal­ 
endar year — a stunt that would 
seem more likely to cause chronic 
dyspepsia than good fortune. But 
these aren’t the pies we Americans 
are accustomed to—the English 
mince pie is about the size of a 
doughnut. To eat a dozen in as 
many days is no trick at all, when 
two or three of them can be gobbled 
with a cup of tea.

Shepherd’s Pie Best 
Meal in Single Dish 


A shepherd’s pie is a one-piece 
dish. 
It originated in the Balkans. 
The 
Balkan 
shepherds 
probably 
learned of the dish from a still old­ 
er land because it is known that 
shepherds have lived among their 
flocks since the dim ages. They ate 
their meals far from their homes or 
villages, cooking them on the spot. 
There was only a crude fire and 
generally but one dish in which to 
cook the entire meal. 
Although it is primitive and sim­ 
ple, a shepherd’s pie is a whole­ 
some and delicious meal in one dish. 
In his kettle, the shepherd boils his 
rice and saves what he does not eat 
immediately. For a later meal, he 
first takes bits of lamb and with 
slices of onion, places this upon a 
skewer and browns the meat and 
onion over a bed of coals. 
Then he greases the inside of his 
dish and covers the bottom with a 
half-inch layer of left-over rice. Over 
the rice he slices a tomato. 
If he 
has a green pepper, thin slices of 
pepper are added. 
Some of the 
meat and onion are added for an­ 
other layer. 
Then salt and pepper, 
more rice and the rest of the meat 
and tomatoes and peppers. 
And 
Anally a top layer of rice. 
Last of all. he pours over the mix­ 
ture enough broth, or hot water if 
there is no broth, to about reach 
the top of the pie. 
Bake for three- 
quarters of an hour in a medium 
oven. When the top is browned, 
the pie is ready to eat. 
The modern housewife can follow 
the same recipe, only she can cook 
the meat and the onion In a frying 
pan and use canned tomatoes if she 
prefers. The pie will bake even bet­ 
ter In a good oven at about 450 de­ 
grees. 
The family casserole is a 
handy dish in which to make the 
pie. With a pound of left-over lamb 
as the base, here is a good meal for 
four.

Period of Many 
Ancient Rituals 


Christmas is celebrated in 
honor of the Saviour’s nativ­ 
ity, and while there are no 
records to prove that Decem­ 
ber 25th is the precise date, 
historians, astronom ers, and 
research a u th o ritie s have 
substantiated the fact that 
the event m ust have occurred 
during the time of the Winter 
Solstice. 
The Winter Solstice, when 
the sun swings toward the 
earth once more, has been 
celebrated as a festival of 
some sort by the various peoples 
of the earth since, and even prior 
to, the recording of history. 
Symbolic Palm Tree. 
In ancient Egypt, the palm tree, 
known to put forth one shoot each 
month, completed its cycle of twelve 
during this period and was symbolic 
of the year’s fruitful harvests and 
accomplishm ents. 
The m ystic rites of the Druids 
centered around the cutting of the 
M istletoé whose branches, when cut 
and distributed by the Arch-Druid, 
traditionally bestowed blessings of 
nature and divine favor upon the 
receiver.

countries, 
fires were kindled in defiance of the

Two Roman holidays—Brumalia 
and Juvenlia—wera combined into 
one great festival in honor of Satur­ 
nus—Saturnalia. 
It was a period of 
general 
celebration 
lasting 
from 
w hat would correspond to our De­ 
cem ber the 18th on through the Cal­ 
ends of January. 
Processions and 
gift-giving were in order, the courts 
were adjourned and no crim inals 
were convicted, while convention was 
abandoned, equality reigning among 
slaves and free men. 
The earliest Christians solemnized 
the Mass of Christ, whence the word 
"C hristm as," 
during 
Saturnalia, 
m any of the faithful suffering perse­ 
cution and m artyrdom as a result. 
After Constantine recognized Chris­ 
tianity in the Fourth century, the 
celebration of Christm as becam e an 
established custom. 
Indeed, C hristm as is celebrated in 
honor of the Babe born in Bethle­ 
hem. 
And the Lord, In His Wis­ 
dom, understands that the traditions 
preserved from ancient customs and 
peoples are in keeping with the an­ 
gelic enunciation of His Birth: 
“F ear not; for behold I bring you 
good tydings of great joy, which 
shall be to all people."
